P TRREGULAR IN MAIL 
1 “WEEK. 

The market has been rather irregu- 
lar during’ the past week, says .a re-- 
iport dated March ‘6. There were in- 
“dications of protit taking, both in Lon- 
' don and in New York, when we wrote. 
! a. week -ago, and this was more em- 
phasised towards - the ‘end — of 
the week, when Spot was sold 
at 12%d. and April-June at 
125d. Thore has been some recoyery 
from this level, but the tone at the 
: close. was rather unsettled, and a cer- 
tain amount of easiness is apparent. 

Shipments from Malaya during 
February totalled 47,926 tons (32,827 
te . America, . 6,450 to Britain, 
5,516.to the Continent, 2,172 to Japan, 
and 961° to ofher’ countries). The 
total figure. was rather. larger . than 
expected, but.the shipments to. this 
: country . were comparatively small. 

Shipments for the first: half of 
March are estimated - at. 26,000 tons. 

The .estimates of ten leading firms 
of production and consumption this 
year average 715,000 tons and 706,000 
tons respectively. This would leave 
only a very small surplus which might 
easily be turned iato a deficit if the 
world consumption should increase at 
the same. rate as during the past few 
months. 

American consumption figures for 
February ar2 awaited with greater if- 
terest than usual, : 

We. unuerstand that the wintering 
season in Malaya is severe, and this 
is expected to last until the end of 
the current. month, - This. will prob- 
ebly result in considerably smaller 
crops, the effect of which will be felt 
in April and Msy when consumption 
should normally be very good. 

Apart from the foregoing feature, 
there seems to be plenty of buying 
power .ayailable whenever the market 
eases to any extent, and it looks as 
though prices -will reach new - high 
levels before there ix any serious. re- 
action. .We continue therefore to ad- 
vice the. purchase of forward deli- 
veries in easy markets -such as we 
have experienced last week. ~

SEX EQUALITY 


“SUBTLE EFFECTS” OF 
NFRANCHISEMENT 


ACUTE CONTROVERSY 


The | outward and ‘visible sign of 
women’s political enfranchisement. is 
go new and entrancing a possession 
that its inward and spiritual grace is 
likely to be momentarily overlooked, 
writes Evelyn Sharp in the “Manches- 
ter Guardian.” But since we can 
flaunt our actyal vote only once in 
five years or.so, the more subtle effect 
of enfranchisement, the revolution it 
involves in our mental approach to 
what are still sometimes carelessly 
termed women's ' questions, assumes 
all the greater importance. .Now that 
the greatest of the artificial: sex bar- 
riers }ras crumbled away, and thei 
storming of the rest is mainly a matter 
of:adjustment, we are free to discard: 
the hampering mentality of the past 
and to regard other people. as fellow-- 
creatures and not as separate blocks of 
menor of women. Only those who are 
old enough to have lived through the 
period in which a nauseating public 
opinion insisted perpetually that men 
were men and. women were women can 
understand what it means to breathe 
the freer atmosphere of to-day, . in 
which both are coming to be regarded 
equally as persous, * 

Of course, men and women are now 
equal! Everybody says 80; or, at least, 
nobody would dare to deny it, which. is 
nearly the same ‘thing, The trouble is 
that as soon as we stay beyond the 
realm of these arbitrary and artificial 
sex disabilities which are easily recog- 
nisable equality is, to put it colloquial- 
ly, easier said than done. ‘Unlike Dr. 
Johnson’s camel, equatity is something 
of which it must be said that we don’t 
know whet it-is though we ean de- 
fine it perfectly. Two people treated 
on equal terms from birth may yet 
turn unequal in every respect, :mater- 
ially as well os spiritually; and. al- 
though this may not be an argument. 
for inequality of treatment it does 
seem to prove the necessity. for 
making sure what we mean by 
equality before setting out to 
establish it in any direction. Equal- 
ity has a horrid way of ‘eluding those 
who are most certain of “knowing what 
it is’. The man, who boasts that he is 
as good as you are is very rarely as 
good as you are. : 

Many Complications 

It is not, therefore,. -going to be 
necessarily as easy to place men and 
Women upon an equality in fact os it 
is to agree in theory that they should 
be equal. “You have made your castle 
in the air,” said Thoreau; “now build 
the foundation to it.” But all sorts 
of complications spring: vp directly we 
proceed to do this; ana the issue be- 
| comes confused, not becuuse we do not 
agree that we. want men aad women to 
be equal, but because we have not suf- 
ficiently thought out what equality as, 
between men and women really in- 
volves. A case in point is ‘the: differ- 
ence of opinion that has.arisen in some 
of the organised vadies of women in 


England concerning ~rotective legisla- | 


tion in industry. oth sides to the dis- 
pute are probably agreed as to the ad- 
visdbility of such legislation being 
made to apply eventually to all work- 


ers irrespective of sex; but they differ ; 


widely as to whether it iy better. to 
begin by securing it for women, on the 
chance of its being extended later -to 
men, or to oppcse its adoption for 
women and sc take the risk of secur- 
ing. it for nobody at all, 

In view-of this difference of opinion 
—and both sides have so good a case 
on paper that it is difficult for ordin- 
ary people to form any opinion on the 
‘matter—it is intensely interesting. to 
find that the same contreversy is also 
acute in the United States, where the 
‘National Woman’s patty are opposed 
to separate labour Jaws for women on 
the ground that this is subversive of 
their equality with men in industry, 


‘| while the National Women’s: Trade 


Union League of Anieriea advocate 


such legislation on the ground; that—. |" 


as expressed iu their organ, “Life and 
labour Bulletin" (December)-—‘laws 
limiting women’s hdurs of labour are 
one of the means of getting equal 
economic rights; and economic rights,. 
which by no means coincide with legal 
rights, ‘are ‘the kind of epportunity, ; 
because they are-the kind ‘that 
strengthen women’s bargaining 
power.” ‘ 
Varying Lahour Conditions 

Labour conditions probably vary in 
the two countries; but at least the 
organised industrial women of America 
-have the support of a recent Govern- 
ment report which represents the re- 
sults of an inquiry made, by the 
Women’s Bureau of the United States 
Department of Labour into all thé 
existing legislation of she kind. in the 
different Statcs—only one State has 
passed .none—and, further -into its 
effects in 1,661 establishments emnloy- 
ing over 665,661.men.und women.

The 
same paper adds that the report sub- 
stantiates what the Women’s Trade 
Union League have always. asserted, 
that laws prohibiting women’s employ- 
-ment in any capacity “are defensible | 
only where some particular hazard 
exists for women and not for men,” 
and that night work laws need very 
eareful drafting or they may lead to 
the disadvantage of sume classes of 
women. i

SHIPPING INDUSTRY 


EFFICIENCY BEING STEADILY 

. INCREASED : 

In spite of the low freight rates 
and other adverse conditions which 
have prevailed during the- past few 
years, the efficiency pf British shipping 
has not: only been maintained but is 
being’ steadily increased. Of the 19.75 
million gross tons of. merchant steam- 
ers and motorships owned by shipping 
concerns in the United Kingdom in 
i June last, 9.88 million tons, or 50 per 
i] cent. of the total, represented vessels 
built less than 10 years ago, and only 
3.5 million tons represented vessels of 
20 years of age and over. Morcover, 
jt is encouraging to find that there is 
now a greater percentage of British 
‘| ships ‘of less than five years of age 


try with the single exception of Nor- 
way. 

It is ‘pointed out inthe report for 
1928-29 presented recently at the an- 
nual meeting, in London, of the Cham- 
ber of Shipping of the. United King- 
dom, that, ut the present time, ships 
of 5,000 tons are being replaced by 


4 vessels of from 8,000 tons to 10,000 


tons, which instead of steaming at a 
speed of 8 knots at the expense of 
i| heavy coal consumption, are capable of 
travelling at a speed of from 9 to 10 
knots with a relatively lower expendi- 
ture of fuel, The matter was again 
referred to by Sir. William Currie, 
when delivering his presidential ad-" 
dress at the meeting. He stated that 
perhaps nver before had so much in- 
genuity and skill been employed in an 
endeavour to achieve more economical 
motive power. It was to be honed that 
‘l the experimental work at. present be- 
ine carried out would be brought to a 
successfil conclusion at no distant 
date, so as to reduce costs of opera- 
tion, This would prove of benefit not 
only to the shipping industry but also 
to the commerce of the country, for 
chean transport was one of the essen- 
| tials to the prosperity of the nation. 

H “Most Important Event” 

the most 


In Sir: William's opinion, 
important event of the past year, 

'l from the point of view of the ship- 
ping industry, had been the withdraw- 
al of the Australian Government from 
the shipping business and the gradual 
diminution of the shipoing interests of 
the American Shipping Board. Since 
the commencement of the experiment, 
the Australian Government .had’ sus- 
tained a loss of some £12,000,000, 
while that of the United States Gov- 
ernment, in operation costs alone, had 
reached the enormous figure of 
£66.000,000 in seven years. Sub- 
sidised shipping was unknown in 
Britain. The outstanding demand 
of the British shipping industy was for 

| fair and free international tfading, 
with as few restrictions as possible on 
ships. ‘The freedom of the seas and 
the freedom of all ports on equal 
terms to the ships of all nations was 
one of the watchwords of the Chamber 
of Shipping, A fe'v nations, among 
whom were Spain, Portugal. Italy, 
Brazil ‘and Chile, still indulged in 
varing forms of flag discrimination,. 
but it was to be hoped that the harm- 
ful effect on their own commerce of 
legislation of this giarscter would 
eventually induce the Governments con- 
cerned to change their present nolicy. 

Coal Exporting 

The .unsatisfactory position of the 
British. coal-exporting industry, as set 
out in the above-mentioned annual re- 
port of the Chamber, constitutes a dis- 
quicting feature. Jt is shown that 
prior to 1914, coal formed 80 per cent. 
of the volume of British exports. Al- 
though the export price of coal is 
now only 11 per cent., and that of 
bunker coal but 13 percent. above 
the pre-war level, the quantity of coal 
exported during 1928 was less than that 
shipped during 1925, and. was barely 
two-thirds of ‘the 1913 total, Em- 
phasis is laid on the fact that during 
a portion of 1928 the cost of carrying 
coal by sea, as measured by the freight 
rates of tramp steamers, was practic- 
ally identical with that ruling in pre- 
war years, It i3 suggested that ex- 
ports have declined because markets 4 
have been lost mainly to European 
countries. The upward tendency in 
the output of the United Kingdom 
shipyards, which matter has been dealt 
with in our eoiumns on several recent 
o¢casions, is given some prominence in 
the report. The statement is put for- 
ward that the stimulus which was* 
given to stipbuilding abrozd some 
years ago was largely due to artificial 
assistance and to currency. inequalities. 
The demand for ships in Italy has now 
declined considerably, the large post- 
war German shipbuilding programmes 
:) have been completed, and the existence 
of some 3,145,000 gross tons of mér- 
chant ‘vessels lying. idle in United 
States ports has effectively prevented 
the revival of shipbuilding in that coun-

REFRIGERATION 


; ITS SCIENCE ON : 
SHIPBOARD : 

Refrigeration, which is now -de« 
finitely established as a necessary ad- 
junct to healthy life ashore and afloat, 
and as an economic factor of the first 
importance, may be said to have’ at- 
tained its jubilee in 1929. It is gen- 
erally agreed that the sailing, in 1879) 1 
of the steamer “Strathleven,” fitted 
with a Beil-Coleman cold-air machine, 
from Australian ports for London, 
with a small cargo of frozen meat, 
marks the economic beginning of the 
industry. Rapid development through 
commercial enterprise has taken 
place since, until now, half a century 
later, Parliament has provided an add~ 
ed stimulus by issuing the Food Pre- 
servation Regulations, It would seem, 
therefore, that a survey of the <field 
on its marine side is particularly jus-" 
tified at this time. The subject may 
be defined as “the mechanical preduc- 
tion of relatively low-tomperatures for 
the preservation of perishables dur- 
ing transit by sea.” This . definition 
is probably sufficiently wide to cover 
all existing examples of refrigeration 
on shipboard, writes: Mr. H. J. Ward 
in “Engineering.”

Development during - the last 60 {! 
years has proceeded steadily, and |! 
comparetively uneventfully. From 


time to time, the ‘type of machine in|! . 


most general use has been threaten- 
ed with rapid obsolescence by some 
new system or mechanical innovation, 
but on the whole there have been ‘no |. 
startling changes, and the-commercial 
interests concerned, directly and in- 
directly,..have not suffered unduly 
from the pioneer work. of engineers. 
It has been, on the whole, a healthy. 
and sound evolution in which British 
names stand out creditably, as might, 
indeed, be expected,: in view of our 
preponderance as shipowners and our 
dependence upon overseas supplies of 
foodstuffs, The most marked change 
took place about 1890, when the air- 
compression machine yielded supremacy 
to that using a liquefiable gas as the 
refrigerating agent; since this impor- 
tant step, the improvements have 
becn, for the most part, matters of 
detail so far as the compressor itself 
and its essentials, the gas condenser 
and evaporator, are concerned. 
Modern Machines 

, Of the various types of modern re- 
frigerating machines such as carbon 
dioxide (C02), ammonia {NH3) com- 
pression, ammonia absorption, dense || 


air, and -water-vapour machines, only! , 


the two first-named have met with! 
any ‘lasting success on board ship. 
Analysis of the lists published in the 
latest issue of Lloyds’ Register shows 
that by far the greater proportion of 
the refrigerating machines installed 
for cargo purposes operate upon the , 
gas-compression system. Of these, | 
80 per cent. use carbon dioxide as 
the working medium, and .18 per cent. 
use aommonia; air-compression now 
accounts for only 0.8 per cent., and 
other systems for 1.2 per cent. These 
proportions indicate, as between car- 
bon dioxide and ammonia, the special 
conditions under which marine prac- 
tice has been developed (on land the 
relation is quite otherwise), the chief 
factors being the comparatively harm- 
less character of carbon dioxide and 
the necessarily stringent regulations 
of the Board of ‘Trade regarding the 
installation of ammonia machines in

BRITISH OUTPUT 220,000 TONS 

HIGHER THAN 1927 : 
INTERESTING. STATISTICS - 
. —_— 

That the pfr ant position in the 
British shipbuitaing industry is, on 
the whole, fairly satisfactory may be 
‘gathered from a perusal of the “An- 
nual Summary of the Mercantile Ship- 
building of the World,” which has 
just been issued by Lloyd's Register 
of Shipping. This summary gives 
particulars of merchant vessel, of 
100 tons gross and upwards, launch- 
ed during 1928, The British output 
for 1928, as regards vessels launch- 
ed, ‘is higher by 220,000 tons than: the 
figure for 1927. Moreover, the 1928 
figure is the highest of any year 
since 1921.‘ The present British total 
of 1,445,920 tons represents 53.6 per 
cent. of the world’s output for 1928. 
Curiously enough the, corresponding 
figure for 1927 was ‘also ‘53.6: per 
cent, that for 1926 being 38.2 per 


cent, and-that for 1925, 49.5 per cent., 


“The returns for 1928 show that 97 
vessels -of..between 5,000 and 10,000 
tons, each, and 16 sels of 10,090 
tons and upwards, were launched in 
Britain, The largest of these 
ships were the turbine steamers 
“Duchess of Bedford” (20,123 tons), 
“Duchess of Richmond” and “Duchess 
of York” (each of 20,022: tons), the 
turbo-electric. vessel “Viceroy of 
India” (19,000 tons), and the motor- 

” (18,000 tons). Ex- 
of less than 1,000 
51 ships, making together 
800,348 tons, and destined for the 
carriage: of oi] in bulk, were. launch-_ 
ed during the year under review. [t 
may -be pointed out that the tonnage 
of steamers fitted for burning oil fuel 
lautiched during. 1928 amounts to over 
“910,000 tons, and that the tonnage of 
ail-tank ships represents 21 per cent. 
of the tetal tonnage of the steamers 
and. motorships launched during the 
year. It is interesting to find that 
the average tonnage of steamers and 
motorships launched during 1928 | is 
3,548 tons. If, however, the vessels 
of less than 500 tons be excluded, the 
average is inercased to 4,656 tons, as 
against 4,193 in 1927, 4,486 in 1926, 
4,439, in 1925, and 3,777 in 1924. 
Turbine Progress 

The marine. steam turbine has made 
further progress during 1928,. The

| ef motorships is steadily. increasing 
in comparison’ with the total output. 
During 1919, the shipping launched 
fitted with internal-combustion engines 
for propulsion -purposes aggregated 
$2,936 tons, and this figure had risen 
to 201,913 tons during 1926 and to 
$65,779 tons during 1927. During the 
year under. reviewy. 76 . motorship, 
were 
launched, which tonnage represents 
42.25. per. cent. of the steam tonnage 
launched; the .corresponding percent- 
age for 1927 was 41.1. 

. The. prosperity of the German ship- 
yards is indicated by the fact that 
the total tonnage launched for 1928, 
namely, 376,416, shows an increase of 
86,794 tons over the 1927 figure. 
The principal vessels invelved are the 
46,000-ton turbine steamers “Bremen” 
and “Europa,” incidentally the larg- 
est ship launched in the world dur- | 
ing 1928, the 20,223-ton ‘ mototship 
“Kungsholm” and the 15,500-ton 
motorship “St. Louis.” . 


Remarkable Changes 

‘Some -remarkable changes have 
taken place in the world tonnage of 
various types of ships during the past 
fourteen years.. For instanee, oil-tanlc 
ships, which totalled 1,479,000 tons in 
1914, now aggregate 6,544,000 tons. 
Again, the combined tonnage of motor- 
ships, which ‘was only 234,000 in 1914, 
has now reached 5,432,000 tons. Fur- 
thermore, in -1914. the tonnage of the 
steamers fitted for burning oil fuel 
was 1,310,000, the corresponding figure 
for 1928 being upwards of 19,000,000. 
In concluding an account of the ship- 
building activities of the various mari- 
time countries it will, no doubt, prove: 
of interest to compare the total ton- 
nage of the merchant shipping of the 
world, as it existed in 1914, with the 
latest available figures. If, in view 
of their comparatively small import- 
ance in-international trade, sailing 
ships and all-wood steamers be dis- 
regatded, we find thatthe gross ton- 
nage of seagoing steamers and motor- | 
ships totalled .42,514,000 in June, 1914. ‘ 
The. corresponding figure for June, 
1928, was 61,594,000 tons, represent- 
ing an increase of over 19,000,000 tons.

EFFECTS OF WARS ON 
‘SOLDIERS’ HATS. : 


NATIONAL HISTORY 

The recent announcement that 
the busby had been approved as 
the future full-dress headgear 
for the gunners and sappers isa 
reminder that. sartorial changes 
are an important feature in the 
records of all armies. The cynic, 
says Mr. Edward Paton in the 
“Naval and Military Record,’ is 
apt ‘to assume that our military 
authorities spend the — greater 
part-of their time in formulating 
decisions on buttons and . tabs, 
but he forgets the reaction of the 
soldier to well-evolved changes in 
dress. 

There is always, too, an element 
of historical value in new modes. 
It is possible to read «no small 
part of our national history in the 
evolution of a soldier’s hat. A 
glance at a row of caps and hats 
from Carolian times to the pre- 
sent will call up ‘instantly to the 
mind the story of our regiments, 
from Namur to Blenheim, from 
Louisburg to Fontenoy, from 
Plassey to the Peninsula, from 
Waterloo to Sevastopol, and from 
Ladysmith to Ypres. 

‘In the cocked hat we can see 
the pikemen at Marston Moor, or 
the riflemtn at Oudenarde; in 
the tall conical mitrelike hat, all 
colours and mottoes, the “Grena- 
dier” of the 45; in the coalscuttle 
chaco, the “scum of Europe” at 
Barajos and Salamanca, or, with 
a longer peak and a higher front, 
our red-coats at Waterloo; in the 
bell-shaped chaco, the dandy offi- 
cers and soldiers of the '30's; in 
the top-hat chaco’ with two peaks 
the side-whiskered Tommies of 
the Crimea; in the small post- 
man chaco visions of Cawnpore 
and Lucknow

When the recent order on the 
busby was issued, some thought 
this referred to the. familiar 
“bearskin.” _ But the busby is 
the much smaller. square-shaped 
lieaddress which has for long been 
worn by the Royal Horse Artil- 
lery. It is. more comfortable than 
the bearskin-and less inclined to 
hang

result was a felt chaco only 
seven inches high for men and a 
black beaver chaco for officers. 
Sometimes association with Con- 
tinental troops effected the 
change, as when the cocked hat, 
time-honoured in one form or 
another in our Army for over a 
century, gave way to the cylindri- 
cal and lacquered chaco of 1800, 
which was copied from the Aus- 
trian Service, or when the bell- 
shaped chaco was limited from 
the typical Hanoverian head- 
gear; or again, after the Crimean

the French suggested the short- 
“postman” chaco.. This ‘“post- 
man” hat—the same that.is fa- 
voured: by the London Rifle 
Brigade—is the one which is 
shortly to be restored, though 
with modifications, The military 
tailor assures you that it will 
slope somewhat towards the back, 
carry a curved peak, and be 
adorned with a red and white tuft 
for Royal regiments and blue or 
green for other regiments. Pro- 
bably' most officers and sol- 
diers welcome the change. The 
blue fielmet, which is also said to 
have been of German origin, is, in 
the opinion of most officers, too 
suggestive of the police force. 

It may be said that since the 
days of the cocked-hat, the chaco 
has been the typical full-dress 
headdress of the British infantry- 
man. In 1770 light companies did 
fora time wear a Jeathern skull- 
cap, with a large upright peak, 
encircled by three light chains 
and with a horse plume or tuft 
at the side.

THE NEW ISSUES 
. London, Yesterday. 

For the second time only in its 
history. the British Post Office is 
about to issue commemorative post- 
age stamps. 

The British Post Office, which in- 
troduced the postage stamp, has 
since 1840, preserved a uniform at-

In connection, however, with the 
Postal Union Convention, which 
assembles in a few weeks in-Lon- 
don, five hinds of stamps are to be 
on sale at all Post Offices for three 
months in place of those of-ordinary 
design.
